Leaf   tobacco  inventories  \l  reported  on  hand  by  dealers  and  manufacturers  in  the 
United  States  and  Puerto  Rico     totaled  3>571  million  pounds   (farm-sales-weight) 
as  of  July  1,    1951  —  »    an  increase  of  62  million  from  the  previous  July  1  level.- 
It   is   estimated  that   slightly  over   50  million  pounds  from  the   195°  production 
entered  stocks   during   the  second  quarter.      These  additions   consisted  mainly  of 
Maryland  and  Puerto  Rican  leaf,   but  included  Pennsylvania  seedleaf ,   Ohio  filler 
and  smaller  amounts  of  other   cigar  types. 

For  the  southern   types,    flue-cured  stocks  were  up  5  percent  from  the  previous 
July  1,   but  Burley  tobacco  holdings   showed  a  3  percent  decrease  and  Maryland 
stocks  were  near   the   same   level.      The  fire-cured  leaf   inventory  was  down  11 
percent  from  a  year' earlier,    and  dark  air-cured  8>  percent.     For  cigar   leaf, 
stocks   of  the  filler  types  were  up  k  percent,    binder   types   increased  7  percent 
and  shade-grown  2  percent,      The  inventories  of  foreign-grown  cigarette  tobaccos 
(Turkish  and  other)    showed  a  sharp  increase   of  21  percent.

Flue- cured  Stocks  Up;   Bur ley  Down  Sli^htl^;   Foreign-grown 
Cigarette  Leaf  karkedly  Higher  Compared  With  A  Year  Ago 

Flue-cured  tobacco   stocks  of   1,558  million  pounds  reported  as  of  July  1,    1951. 
were  up  73  million  from  the  previous  July  1.     Disappearance  of  flue-cured 
tobacco,    as   indicated  by  production   estimates   and  changes   in   stocks,    totaled 
lt18U  million  pounds  during   the  marketing  year  July  1950-June  1951*      Indicated 
domestic  consumption  of  around  755  to  760  million  pounds   surpassed  last  year's 
previously  high  level  of  usage  by  5  percent.      Exports   of  flue-cured  leaf  were 
around  U25  to  U30  million  pounds  which  was  a  slight  decrease  from  the  k-^6 
million  pounds   exported  during   the  previous  marketing  year. 

Holdings   of  Burley  tobacco   totaled  1,120  million  pounds   this  July  1,    a  decrease 
of  32  million  from  a  year   ago. 

Sales  of  the  1950  Maryland  tobacco   crop  began  in  Kay  and  around  18. 5  million 
pounds  were  marketed  by  June  30  from  an  estimated  production  ,of  UO  million 
pounds.      Sales   during   the   same   quarter   last  year  were  26.9  million  pounds. 
Stocks  of  Maryland  leaf  this  July  1  were   52.2,    about   the   same  as   on  hand  a 
year   earlier.      However,    less  of  the  new   crop  was  in  stocks   this  July  1. 

Stocks  of  foreign-grown   cigarette  and  smoking   (Turkish  and  other)    on  July  1,    195-1- 
amounted  to   179-8  million  pounds  for   an  increase  of  3^-7  million  from  a  year 
ago  and  the   largest   stocks   of   type  90  on  record.      Holdings   of  domestic  aromatic 
tobacco  as   of  July  1  were  around  0.6  million  pounds.

Fire-cured  tobacco   stocks   of   159-8  million  pounds  were  well  beloxtf  holdings   as 
of  the  previous  July  1  of  180.0  million  pounds.      The  greatest   decrease  was   in 
Holdings   of  Type   23  although  stocks  of  type  22  were  down   considerably  from  a 
year   earlier.      On   the  other   hand,    the  inventory  of  type  21  was  uo  slightly. 
Stocks   of  fire-cured  tobacco  were  divided  as  follows:      Virginia  fire-cured 
27.0  million  pounds,   Eastern  District  Kentucky  and  Tennessee  fire-cured  96-9 
million,  .Western  District  35-5  million  and  Henderson  Stemming  0. 3  million. 

Stocks   of  dark  air-cured  tobacco   showed  a  marked  decline   compared  with  July  1 
a  year  ago.      Holdings   this  July  1  were  80.^1  million  pounds   compared  with 
87«6  million  a  year  earlier.      Stocks  of  type   35  were  down  3»0  million  nounds, 
tyr>e   36  down  3»9  million  and  type  37   slightly  lower  compared  with  the  previous 
•July  1.     Holdings   of  One  Sucker  as  of  July  1,    1951  totaled  U3.9  million  pounds, 
Green  River   32-9   million,    and  Virginia  sun-cured  3-6  million.

Larger  Stocks  of  Cigar  Leaf 


Stocks  of  domestic  grown  cigar  leaf  tobacco   including  Puerto  Rican  were  h02.1 
million  pounds   (farm-sales-weight)   as  of  July  1,    1951t    compared  with  383' 7 
million  pounds  a  year   ago.      Holdings  of  most   types  were  larger  than  on  last 
July  1  hut  exceptions  were  Types  U6,    5*+  and  6l.      Stocks   of   foreign-grown  cigar 
leaf  of  lb.5  million  pounds  were   1.1  million  less  than  a  year   earlier. 

Cigar  filler  stocks  were  reported  as  225>8  million  pounds   this  July  1,    ahout 
8.2  million  pounds  more  than  on  the  same  date  l&at  year,      Stocks  of  cigar  filler 
according  to  types  and  changes  from  the  previous  July  1  were  as  follows: 
Pennsylvania  Seedleaf,    136,1  million  pounds,    up  ~J .1  million;    Ohio  filler, 
33.O  million,    up  2.9  million;    and  Puerto  Rican  filler,    56.7  million,    down  1.9 
million.      Of  the  Puerto  Rican  stocks,    3^*9  million  pounds  were  in  Puerto  Rico. 
The  hulk  of  the   1950-51  Puerto  Rican  crop,    estimated  at   25. 5  million  pounds, 
entered  stocks   during   the   second  quarter. 

Cigar-hinder  tobacco   stocks   this  July  1  were  I56.U  million  pounds   compared  with 
LU6.6  million  a  year   ago.      Larger  holdings   of  Type   55  account  for  ahout  half 
of   the  increase   in  the  cigar  hinder   types  hut   stocks  of   the  other  hinder  types 
except  type   5^  were  up  from  the  previous  July  1.      Stocks   of   cigar -hinder  leaf 
consisted  of  32»1  million  pounds   of  Connecticut  Valley  Broadleaf,    3^»2  million 
of  Connecticut  Valley  Havana  Seed,    2.U  million  of  New  York  and  Pennsylvania 
Havana  Seed,    Ul.9  million  of  Southern  Wisconsin  and  U9.7  million  of  Northern 
Wisconsin. 

The  inventories   of   shade-grown  tobacco   totaled  19 • 9  million  pounds  on  July  1, 
1951f    compared  with  19.U  million  pounds  a  year    earlier.      An  increase  of   1.0 
million  pounds   in  holdings   of  Type  62  more   than  compensated  for  a  slight 
decrease"  in   stocks   of  Type   6l.      Stocks  of   Connecticut  Valley  shade  were   13*0 
million  pounds  and  Georgia-Florida  shade  6-9  million   this  July  1.     As  indicated 
by  production  estimates  and   changes  in  stocks,    disappearance   of  shade   tobacco 
during  the  past  marketing  year   (July-June  basis),    totaled  1^.6  million  pounds 
compared  with  lU.h  during  the  previous  year.      The  disappearance   consisted  of 
9-2  million  pounds  of  type  ol  and  5«*+  million  of  type  62. 

Stocks  of  Cuban   (Havana)   leaf  of  15-9  million  pounds  were   slightly  lower   than 
those  on  hand  a  year  ago.     Holdings  of  Sumatra  and  Java  leaf  were  O.U  million 
pounds,   Philippine  Islands   (Manila)    0.1  million  and  miscellaneous  foreign- 
grown  less   than  0.1  million.
